The UN Trade 
Embargo 

HE British Foreign Secre- 

tary has given a perfectly 
logical answer to a House 
of Commons question re- 
warding the Jifting of con- 
trols on strategie goods to 
China. The embargo, he 
points out, was the regult 
of n United Nations resolu- 
tlon, therefore it can only 
be rescinded by the General 
Assembly, 

This reduces the question to 
its simplest terms, but does 
not necessarily allay mia- 
Kivings. Tt remains oan 
acknowledged fact that the 
embargo Was applied 
because Communist China 
entered the Korean) War 
agninst United  Natlons 
forces and the currrectness 
of the embargo was not and 
could not be questioned, 
The original conditions 
wich JustiNed the embargo 
nu longer obtain, and there 
is much to support the 
opinion of those who 
believe the United Nations 
should now review the, 
whole question, ! 

It is easy tu convince oneself | 
that all so-called strategic 
materials will be converted 
inlo war weapons; and even 
ewunser to believe that if the 
Western powers deprive a 
country of much-needed 
commodities, no effective 
alternative source of supply 
exists, The validity of 
these claims are, however, 
subject to considerable 
doubt. 

HERE is nothing to suggest 
that China has been 
crippled by the UN 
embargo; but there is every 
reason to  belleve that 
Russia and her Communist 
satellites have materially 
benefitted and will continue 
to do so as long og the 
West's trading restrictions 
exist, 

The curlous paradox is being 
created that while the Free 
Nations insist upon retain. 
ing a trade embargo against 
Communist China they are 
declaring themselves 
anxious and willing to ex: 
pand trade with other Com- 
munist countries, In this 
can be detected expediency 
but no logic. 

Mr Macmillan expresses appre. 
elation over the Increase of 
trade with China In non- 
utrategic goods, nnd it in a 
matter for some satisfaction. 
Yet this again raises the 
question as to what should 
or can be designated 
strategic commodities. A 
very wide interpretation is 
allowed and it is to be nuted 
that already the original 
Hst of so-called strategic 
articles has been revised and 
several items eliminated. 
Thus what one day is 
scheduled as atrategic, the 
next day can be and is rate‘ 
non-strategic. 

HE original intention of the 

UN embargo was to 
restrict China's capacity to 
engage herself in the Korean 
war, dnd it carried with it 
condemnation of the Peking 
government's action by the 
peace-secking nations of the 
world. As such the embargo 
was vigorously applied by 
every member of the General

Eden Asks MPs To Examine New Security Measures 


‘OUR STANDARDS NOW 
THE VERY HIGHEST’ 


London, Nov. 7. 


The Prime Minister, Sir Anthony Eden, tonight proposed the estab- 
lishment of a small parliamentary group to study security procedures in 
the Public Service and consider whether any further precautions could be 
taken to reduce the risk of treachery. 

He was replying to a debate on the missing diplomats, Guy Burgess 
and Donald Maclean, who fled across the English Channel in May 1961, and 
are now said to be working for Russian policymakers in Moscow. 

Sir Anthony Eden said the group should be a small one of Privy 
Councillors from both sides of the House — men who advise the sovereign 
on constitutional matters.

France walked out after the 
world parliament voted, 28-27, 
fo give its relations with 
Algeria a full airing.

The main object of this new 
centre ts to help young workers, 
particularly old boys and = giris 
of St Christopher's Orphanage 
In Taipo—to get started in 
iwork. But 41 will also be open 
to all homeless young workers, 


They will pay a low rent 
based on their standard of living. 
But If they are unemployed, 
they will be allowed to pay 
what they can afford. 


The Vicar of St James Church 
and Settlement, Wanchai, the 
Rev Denham Crary, who is also 
Chaplaln of the Holy Carpenter 
Church, told a China Mall re- 
porter about the pions this 
week.

Then in 1956 or 1957 the 
committee hopes to get suffi- 
cient money to be able to build 
the ground floor of the main 
hostel, For the church and 
haodl and this ground floor it 
will need $55,000. 

In the next two years, two 
more storeys will be added at a

“With the Holy Ca pro- 
ject we are altempting to put 
into practice the social aspect 
of the Gospel,
